CONCORD, Oct 17—Great excitement 


was created at the state camp today by 
the published reports that the First 
New Hampshire Volunteers would not 
be mustered out, but would be ordered 
to Porto Eico. 


In one shape or another this story has 


been told about half a dozen times 
since the return of the regiment from 
the South. And there have been just 
about half a dozen denials of it. 


Colonel Kulfe today said that he did 


not expect the command to go to Porto 
liico. Instead, Le expected to see it 
mustered out, according to program. 


The basis for the latest report seems 


to huve been tho receipt by the colonel 
of a dispatch from the war department, 
a sort of private query, asking whether 
a mnjority of tho men would like to do 
garrison duty on tho island and serve 
out the term of enlistment; and also 
asking how such u plan would be re- 
garded by the people of the state. 


Something of a canvass was made of 


tho regiment yesterday. How maoy 
men expressed a desire to go to Porto 
llico is not definitely stated—or rather, 
there are several conflicting statements 
of the number. The average of these is 
not far from 100, a figure way below 
even a strong minority. 


Some of the officers would like to go 


anywhere; others would vote to go, pro- 
vided the regiment went as whole; but 
the great majority of the privates pre- 
fer New Hampshire to garrison duty 
in the tropics. 


Five companies have already been tx,- 


atnined and six have had their rolls 
corrected. The men have all received 
extra overcoats and blankets from the 
state authorities, and are now well pro- 
tected from the cold. The field aud 
ataft" ollicers presented Colonel Kolfe a 
sword to.lay in honor of his 35th birth- 
day. 


There was much dissatisfaction mani- 


fest today at Camp Kamsdoll over the 
report that probably the First New 
Hampshire 
regiment 
of 
volunteers 


would within one, week, bo ordered to 
Porto llico. The part that was particu- 
larly displeasing was the statement that 
800 or more had signified a willingness 
to remain in the service. One man said 
with a feeling of warmth, that evidently 
some one had been misinformed, for the 
number that had stepped forward aud 
agreed to remain in the service was con- 
siderably less than 100. It was also said 
that several of those misunderstood the 
proposition propounded, and that when 
the time arrived for the affixing of sig- 
natures the majority would refuse and 
others would be rejec'.ed. 


That there was a movement on foot to 


hold the regiment, however, can hardly 
be denied, for it is learned from an au 
thentic source that Colonel Rolfe has re. 
oeived a communication from the war 
department at Washington requesting 
him to ascertain how many of the boys 
were willing to remain in the service. 
It is understood that the colonel received 
the information that should the majority 
of the boys wish to remain and that the 
Stile officials were willing to have them 
remain, the Federal Government would 
assign the regiment to do garrison duty 
at Porto Rico or somewhere else. 
The 


reporter understood that some such a 
movement was on foot and xe,cently 
asked Colonel Rolfe if he had received 
any orders or communications from the 
war department, whereupon he answered 
in the negative. 


Today th* colonel was asked for in- 


formation 
relative to the proposed 


movement, and he did not appear to be 
very much encouraged or enthused 
over the subject. Said he, the fact that 
only a small number are willing to re- 
main, aud that at the present time 
there is an attitnde of friendliness 
maintained between this and the Span- 
ish government, the chances are more 
than probable that the regiment will be 
entirely mustered out 
on schedule 


time. But. in the meantime, should an 
unfriendly feeling arise, or hostilities 
be renewed, the situation wonld be 
changed and the regiment would be 
held. 


The popular sentiment was found to 


be decidedly against re-enlistment, un- 
less the whole body went as an organi- 
zation. In some of the companies not 
a private seems • to be anxious for far- 


their time, consequently they are be- 
coming restless and anxious to doff the 
U. S. A. uniform and return to their 
pacific pursuits. There are some of 
the command, no doubt, who will 
eventually drift into the regular army.

THE MARINE COBPS- 


One of the most unmistakable "les- 


^HHM of the war" is that the marine is no 
.longer to be despised as a cross between 
! * soldier and a sailor, as a naval polico- 
. nun, worthless save to keep the jackies 
! within bounds aud to stand guard on 
dtok. The marine has come out of this 
campaign with a reputation for gallant 
17 and good marksmanship, says the 
Washnigton Star, which might well be 
•uvied by any other member of any mil- 
itary service in the world. Col. Hey- 
wood's annual report as commandant of 
the marine corps, relates the facts of the 
campaign which has served to this end, 
The work of the marines at Guantana 
mo was magnificent. They conducted 
themselves like true soldiers.under dan- 
gerous fire and surrounded by strange 
Conditions aud the threat of fever. They 
made a camp that deserves to be held 
up to the entire army as a model, aud 
their services were of the greatest value 
to the n»vy in establishing the first har- 
bor for the United States ships on the 
Cuban coast. In the great battle of Ju- 
ly 3d, too, the marines showed their 
quality when they manned the gnus of 
the auxiliary batteries on board the 
American men-of-war. Their accurate 
marksmanship was one of the prime fac- 
tors in that victory, for it was disclosed 
after the fight was over that the chief 
damage from the American ships came 
from the small caliber gnus, the fire 
bom woich had driven the Spaniards 
away from their heavy ordnance. Col. 
Heywood urges that his corps be in- 
creased by a thousand men, in view of 
tbe probable demand for marines on the 
new vessels and at the various naval sta- 
tions soon to be added to the American 
establishment as a result of the war. He 
is justified in this estimate, and also, it 
would seem, in his plea that the time 
has come to put this important corps on 
an equal footing with similar branches 
of the military and naval sgrvice by 
placing it under the command; of a brig- 
adier general. The marines Jiave won 
hearty praise and it is in order to expect 
that will now be given more substantial 
recognition.

place indicated with some Italians. They 
used their picks and shovels, and so 
had the new turned earth thrown to ony 
aide. They came across the body of: the 
misi-iiig Gianto. There was a piece of 
bagging about the head, and this was 
tied with a rope around the neck, thu 
arms were tied behind the back at tho 
wrists, and the legs were tied near the 
knees. 


The authorities did not make the mur- 


der "public until today. From a superfi- 
cial examination it looks as though Gi- 
anto had been killed by a blow upon the 
head.
